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METHODOLOGY 


The compilers of this research bibliography have long felt 
that state history is much neglected in Arkansas. Yet the materials 
needed to build a better understanding of Arkansas' past and 
future frequently lie silently entombed in obscure pamphlets, 
articles in county historical journals of limited circulation, 
master's theses from a variety of schools, and even articles in 
out-of-the-way professional journals. The recent indexing of the 
Arkansas Historical Quarterly served to demonstrate just how 
rich our state resources were from just one source, and provided 
a challenge to us to pull together these other sources into some 
Manageable form. All of this has been done on a shoestring budget 
and admittedly will not be complete. 


We attempted to identify every book, thesis, dissertation, 
and even larger pamphlets of significance relating to Arkansas 
history. To this end we checked previous bibliographies of 
Arkansas sources, and then "read" the card catalogues of the 
University of Arkansas Special Collections, the Arkansas State 
University Arkansas Room, and the Arkansas History Commission. 
For "Indians" we consulted the checklist of publications kept 
by the Arkansas Archeological Survey. In medicine we drew on 
a similar list kept at the University of Arkansas Medical Sciences 
Campus Library. After the books and special topics were investi- 
gated, we turned our attention to the historical journals, 
primarily those published by the counties. In this we had some 
difficulty. Titles have changed, forms of publication have 
been altered, one journal has no title except for the name of 
the society, another omitted page numbers, while yet a third 
frequently abandoned use of volume numbers. One started up, 
stopped, and started up again. Almost all of the journals were 
labors of love rather than of professionalism, sometimes making 
it hard to identify authors and even titles. Documents and 
records of great value frequently appeared in installments, with 
the name changing from one installment to the next. And it was 
not uncommon for an article on one subject to contain important 
information on disparate subjects as well. To help clarify 
these matters for the reader we have added brief notes as needed. 


In general we have tended to be inclusive rather than 
exclusive. Only in the matter of genealogy have we omitted a 
commonly found type of historical writing. Our reason for so 
doing is that genealogy is quite specialized in its interests 
and would not fully fit a format useful to historical researchers. 
Aside from that, we hope that those interested in history will 
peruse this volume and come away determined either to add to the 
bulk of our knowledge or synthesize the past for the benefit of 
the future. 





INTRODUCTION 


In the fall of 1868 Arkansas' former United States and 
Confederate senator, Robert Ward Johnson (1814-1878), nephew 
of the eleventh Vice President of the United States, and well- 
versed in both state and national affairs, left Arkansas to 
start a new life as a lawyer in Washington, D.C. Before 
departing, Johnson spoke on a lamentable defect in Arkansas 
life: 


--.-a State pride has been needed. The state 
that cherishes no distinct 'state pride' must have 
a meagre and barren history, if not actually 
disgraceful in the great American future. Her 
people, without it, will have few incentives to 
honor, toleration and noble efforts. Her children 
will grow up without memories or proud ambitions, 
as it were without a home, like the children of 
a 'poor house,' to be fed and clothed and turned 
out on the world at a given age, ‘atoms valueless 
in oceans of atoms.' It is time we begin to 
cherish such thoughts. 


One hundred and fifteen years have gone by, and it is still 
time to cherish such thoughts, for Arkansas still lacks a 
history. 


Only one scene in the state's panorama of events has 
ever attracted national attention--the integration crisis at 
Little Rock's Central High School in the 1950s. Yet, despite 
national and regional neglect, Arkansas has been not only the 
location of important events, but has also played an active 
role in shaping American history. Few states possess a richer 
or more varied Indian heritage. The European connection began 
with DeSoto and included important French explorers, a Revolu- 
tionary War battle, and a singularly colorful territorial 
existence before statehood was achieved in 1836. As a state, 
Arkansas played a role in the struggle for Texas' independence, 
witnessed the passage of the Trail of Tears, was much fought over 
during the Civil War, was home for "Hanging Judge" Isaac Parker, 
and has sent such luminaries to Washington as Joseph T. Robinson, 
Wilbur Mills, Brooks Hays, J. William Fulbright, and Dale 
Bumpers. 


Yet no state in the South has received less scholarly 
attention. Arkansas appears least in the History of the South 
series, and is almost universally shunned even by Southern 





scholars. Not until the late nineteenth century was a state 
history attempted, while since 1940 only a poet and a news- 
paperman have tried to overview the state. A junior high 

school textbook and another for fifth graders round out the 

list. By contrast no state has labored more under an image 
problem. Before the Civil War Arkansas was seen as a home for 
gamblers, murderers, and violently drunk pioneers. The 
"Rackensack" image was modified after the Civil War by the 
additional notion that Arkansas was a place without technology. 
The joke book Slow Train Through Arkansas, in print for fifty 
years, mirrored the image of a society that failed to indus- 
trialize. What American humorists had begun movies and radio 
continued, especially with help from Arkansans Bob Burns with his 
Bazuka and Lum and Abner with their Jot'em Down Store. Arkansas 
Chamber of Commerce writiers have continually replied indignantly, 
but nearly every Arkansan has at some point been asked if we 
really don't wear shoes. 


There are a number of reasons why Arkansas history remains 
unwritten. Arkansas possesses one of the weakest state 
universities in the nation, the lowest percentage of college 
graduates of any state, and a brain drain among high school 
and college graduates. During the early years of the twentieth 
century even the materials for an Arkansas history were lost 
as families burned their correspondence and moved away. "We 
didn't know anyone was interested," was a familiar refrain. 
Some sources were saved because outside universities became 
active in the state. Today one goes to the University of 
Wisconsin for the Daisy Bates papers on Arkansas civil rights, 
and North Carolina to study slavery and the Civil War. The 
Arkansas History Commission, grand in name but miniscule in 
budget, operated for over ten years before the Library of 
Congress even discovered its existence. Without funds to 
acquire collections, it could only try to save what was 
currently available. The University of Arkansas at Fayetteville 
did not start an archives program until 1967, and elsewhere 
only the University of Arkansas at Little Rock employs a 
real archivist. The lack of readily available sources discouraged 
scholars, so Arkansas remained forgotten. Even after the 
founding of the Arkansas Historical Quarterly in 1942, not 
enough research was going on to enable the publication of 
a quarterly with consistently worthwhile articles. 


Just about the only bright mark on the horizon was the 
Ozark Renaissance of 1920-1960. The rediscovery of the folk 
roots of America actually celebrated the very characteristics 
which the Chambers of Commerce were trying to discredit; the 
primitiveness and remoteness of rural life. The movement 
helped prompt John Gould Fletcher's history of the state in 
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1947, a product of Fletcher's repudiation of his early European 
training and his reaffirmation of his Southern and agrarian 
roots. In the last two decades, archaeology, funded by the 
state through the Arkansas Archeological Survey and spurred 

by the need to make environmental impact statements, has 
flourished. As more obvious scholarly topics have become 
exhausted, dissertations began to be written about Arkansas. 
Most of these are available from University Microfilms, but 
master's theses, a number of which are of considerable value, 
are not readily accessible. Each of the adjacent states has 

a university press. As a result, scholarly studies, usually 
revised dissertations, and a wide variety of other notable 
books nurture and develop knowledge of their respective states. 
Without such a press until 1980, and without a financial 
commitment sufficient to the need since that time, Arkansas 
has remained in scholarly isolation. 


Yet below the uncluttered surface there is a rich and 
largely untapped gold mine of raw and semi-processed materials. 
The first wave of publications from the late nineteenth and 
early twentieth centuries were local in nature, often in the 
form of county histories, memoirs, or family memorabilia. 
Benefiting from the newspaper presses common in small towns, 
these books are often obscure, existing in few repositories. 
Frequently they contain much valuable social history and cover 
a surprisingly large number of topics. In the reaffirmation 
of American values after World War II, the local history 
movement came to Arkansas with the establishment of the county 
historical societies. Some, like the venerable Washington 
County group, produced not only a quarterly but also occasional 
publications of often more than strictly local interest. By 
1980 almost one third of the counties had some kind of historical 
activity underway. County publications often began by printing 
or reprinting the memoirs of local founding fathers. Local 
landmarks were commemorated, sometimes before but all too 
often after their destruction. In some counties retired 
teachers, doctors, lawyers, editors, and housewives contributed 
articles based on thorough research and a talent for asking 
important historical questions. As knowledge of oral history 
spread, even the accounts of the semi-literate began to appear. 


All of this does not yet add up to a history, even for the 
counties themselves. Few counties, cities, or towns boast a 
properly researched and documented history. But the overall 
results have come to mean that the materials are at hand for 
further and more enlightened studies on a variety of topics, 
not only for those interested in local history, historic sites, 
or significant themes in state history, but also for those 
who want to test national or sectional hypotheses against the 
Arkansas experience. It is for these reasons that we have 
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undertaken to assemble a selected bibliography of what seems 
to us the best in a wide range of areas. In 1868 all that 
Senator Johnson could suggest as a remedy for the bad name of 


the state was: "Let each citizen and soldier feel that the 

man who derides and traduces his state, or her best men, strikes 
him in the face." We offer research and writing as a better 
solution.
